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METRO Green Line Inches Forward; 
Greenbelt Segment Still Far in Future

Plans for the Green Line 
of the Metro system, which 
have been on and off and on 
and off again, are now on, 
according to a recent press 
release from Congressman 
Steny Hoyer. “After three 
months of intensive negotia- 
tions in which I was _ per- 
sonally involved, we have 
new cooperation between the 
federal government and the 
Washington area _ jurisdic- 
tions on Metro construction,” 
Hoyer’s memo said. He de- 
scribed how the Reagan ad- 
ministration’s delay in re- 
leasing funds already appro- 
priated by Congress for con- 
struction of a portion of the 
Green Line appeared to be 
forcing the Prince Georges 
County government to file 
_ suit for release of the mon- 
ey. Funds had been held up 
by the Urban Mass Trans- 


(UMTA), a branch of the 
Department of Transporta- 
tion. 


Feeling that a legal action by 
the county would delay construc- 
tion still further, County Execu- 
tive Parris Glendening agreed to 
hold off on the suit until Hoyer 
had time to negotiate with all 
the involved parties. Finally, on 
July 16, Secretary of Transpor- 
tation Elizabeth Dole, UMTA 
Administrator Ralph Stanley, and 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) 
General Manager Carmen Tur- 
ner signed full-funding agreement 
enabling the release of $391 mil- 
lion in Metro construction funds. 
Use of this money had been 
blocked for two years. | 

Glendening hailed the action, 
singling out for particular praise 
Congressman Hoyer’s negotiat-

“This was a tremend- 
ous victory” for the county, the 
“entire Washington metropolitan 
area and the important principle 


of Congressional intent,” Glen- 
dening said. 
County Councilman Richard 


Castaldi, the jurisdiction’s rep- 
resentative on the WMATA 
board, told ‘the News Review, 
“This agreement is an example 
of cooperation and working to- 
gether... . I was pleased to be 
part of the team with Hoyer, 
Glendening and Bob Ostrom (Cas- 
taldi’s alternate on the board). 
Looking back there’s been one 
hurdle after another. ... We must 
continue to be vigilant.” 


Glendening indicated that of 
the total amount released, $228 
million will go toward construc- 
tion. of the system in Prince 
Georges County — an amount 
earmarked to build the line from 
Ft. Totten, at the District line, 
as far as Prince Georges Plaza. 

With money authorized in a 
1984 appropriation, the total 
available for the Green Line will 
be $247 million, Glendening indi- 
cated. (Of the money released in 
the July 16 agreement, 
ance will be used to extend both 
the Red and Yellow Lines.) 

The agreement also states that 
in the future UMTA will release 
future Congressional appropria- 
tions expeditiously — by “the 
end of the pertaining federal fis- 


cal year.” According to a “Full” 


Funding Agreement Fact Sheet” 
released by UMTA on July 16, 
UMTA has also recognized “the 
validity of the (WMATA) Master 
Plan for construction of 89.5 
miles (including the Greenbelt 
station) and 78 stations of the 
103—mile Metro system by De- 
cember 1994.” 


Funding of the subway system . 


since 1979 has come from a Con- 
gressional authorization of $1.7 
billion in Stark—Harris legisla- 
tion. To date $967 million has 
been appropriated. 

Besides releasing the funds, 
the agreement meets one concern 
of the federal government 
led to the delay. It calls for all 
future construction to proceed in 
“operable segments” — that is, 
sections of the system that could 
actually carry passengers from 
one station to another. The agree- 
ment also sets forth a standby 
plan which would provide funds 
to complete segments under con- 
struction in case additional fed- 
eral appropriations are not forth- 
coming. 

UMTA’s public affairs director 
Bonnie Whyte noted, “From our 
standpoint it is the first time we 
actually have a plan that: com- 
mits both UMTA and WMATA to 
building something specific with 
the money... . . We are now con- 
tributing X number of dollars 
and if costs escalate or if there 
are overruns, it will not be paid 
by the federal government but by 
local government.”

Construction of a 
College Park station and running 
the subway lines to just south of 
Greenbelt Road will also be part 
of Phase 2. Gough estimated that

Freeing of the funds for the 
College Park segment moved a 
step closer, with an action by the 
U.S. House of Representatives on 
July 30, which approved another 
$217.2 million in construction 
funds for Metro for fiscal 1987. 
In order for the bill to be passed, 
an amendment by a Texas Con- 
gressman to reduce the amount 
by 10 percent had first to be de- 
feated. Hoyer, with support from 
Maryland Representative Mike 
Barnes and Barbara. Mikulski, led 
the successful floor fight against

The Museum: 


A Few More Thoughts .. .. 
To the Editor: 

For many years Mrs, Linstrom 
and I have met while swimming 
in the lap area of the swimming 
pool. Meeting there recently, 
we discussed the Museum. I 
want to share a remark by Mrs. 
Linstrom: “It is all right to dis- 
agree as long as the disagree- 
ment does not become disagree- 
able.” In this spirit a few more 
thoughts: 

FOGM has almost 200 mem- 
bers. I wanted to get a feel 
which percent of the citizenry 
this represents, and have tried 
two approaches: 

— Greenbelt has 8,643 “dwelling 
units.” Assuming that each un- 
it houses one family, and that 
each FOGM member belongs to 
a different family, then fewer 
than 2.3% of Greenbelt families 
actively wants a Museum. 

— One might argue that just 
living in Greenbelt is not sufii- 
cient reason to be listened to. 


Qne should at least have voted. . 


Those non-voting persons. wil! 
have to accept what the others 
decide! O.K.: 1880 votes were 
east during the last election. 
Assuming that every FOGM 
member is eligible to vote and 
did so, then about 10%% of the 
voters actively support a Mu- 
seum. The other 892% is eith- 
er indifferent or actively opposed. 

Somewhere I get the feeling 
that the way to “get things done” 
is not to represent the majority, 
but to get three members of 
Council to “see things your way.” 
When. Mr. Giese introduced the 
new budget this spring, he stat- 
ed that he believed it to reilect 
the increased services desired by 
the community. Should this be 
changed to read “services desired 
by about 1/10 of the voters?” 
This. is an important — issue, 


_reaching far beyond the Muse- 
um. eens 


Coming back to the Museum: 
why the rush? So far FOGM has 
raised $7,500 (what happened to 
the $9,000 donated prior to the 
ticket sales for the gala - News 
Review of May 1, 19867). If this 
is kept up for from five to 10 
years the Museum can be fiaanc- 
ed completely out of voluntary 
contributions. In the context of 
FOGM’s desire to tie the Past 
to the Future, five to 10 years 
does not seem too long a span 
of time. And as far as next 
year’s anniversary is concerned: 
I am sure that with all the av- 
ailable talent a plan for some 
interim exposition can be devel- 
oped which stays well within the 
available means,

The Internal Revenue Service 
has recognized the tax exempt 
status of the Catholic. Commun- 
ity of Greenbelt. Churches are 
automatically exempt from fed— 
eral income tax under the Inter— 
nal Revenue Code but a group 
may ask that the IRS examine 
its operations and make a de— 
termination that the exemption 
does apply. By a letter dated 
August 21, 1986, Teddy Kern, 
Baltimore District Director of the 
IRS, notified the Catholic Com- 
munity of Greenbelt that it was 
exempt. The tax exempt status 
also means that contributions to 
a group are tax deductible by the 
donor.

this reduction. The Senate must 

also act on the proposal, however, 

before funds can be committed. 
Greenbelt Station 

Phase 3 of the Green Line—of 
most interest to local citizens— 
will include construction of a 
Greenbelt station and railroad 
yards directly north of the Belt- 
way and adjacent to the B & O 
right - of - way. According to 
Gough, this segment would not be 
funded before fiscal year 1988. 
Completion of the Green Line is 
projected in 1994. 

The Greenbelt station will be 
built on land south of. the Belt-— 
way and directly west of Spring- 
hill Lake. An access road from 
Cherrywood Lane will parallel the 
Beltway on the south. Another 
local access road will bring pas- 
sengers from the Branchville 
area. The main access roads, how- 
ever, will reach the station from 
the Beltway, in a design plan 
similar to the extra lane on 
Route 50 that turns in to the New 
Carrollton station. 

Despite Gough’s sanguine pro- 
jection of a timetable for con- 
struction of the Green Line, how. 
ever, a question by Greenbelter 
Suzanne Plogman at the August 
14 meeting in Springhill Lake 
highlighted a continuing difficulty 
in completing the: lme—its con- 
troversial position in the politics 
of College Park. Gough conceded 
that disagreements concerning 
the Calvert Road connection with 
the Metro system have still to 
be ironed out. | 

College Park Problems 

College Park residents have 
been vocal over the years in op— 
posing the Metro line. Various 
factions, including the Univer— 
sity of Maryland. were split over 
road access and station locations. 
This conflict and the reluctance 
of the Prince Georges County 
Council in the mid—1970s to make 
hard decisions on these matters 
were major factors in delaying 
construction of the Green Line 
which terminates in Greenbelt. 

While the College Park station 
location has been settled, there 
still remains the thorny problem 
of road access to the Calvert 
Road Station. The needed land is 
city-owned and cannot be con- 
demned. In 1981 a resolution was 
passed by the College Park City 
Council and affirmed later by the 
county council. It stipulated that 
an east-west replacement road 
for the closed Calvert Road must 
be in place before construction 
can start on the station. If this 
were not done, the Greenbelt 
Road/Kenilworth Avenue and 
Riverdale/Kenilworth Avenue in- 
tersections would be severely im- 
pacted. : 

According to Dee Allison. the

Construction of the 
College Park station is slated for 
1987 if Congress appropriates 
funds, as expected, during this 
session.

University of Maryland—a north- 
ern route from the station to 
the north gate of the University. 
However College Park’s prefer-— 
ence is a southern access that 
would deadend at Route 1 south 
of Queens Chapel Road. 

Jacobs told the News Review 
that the council, supported by 
residents, favors the southern ac- 
cess because it “minimally im- 
pacts residents.” He also empha- 
sized that the road would tra— 
verse vacant industrially-zoned 
land that currently has no access 
and would open it for develop- 
ment. 

Jacobs acknowledged that the 
southern access “does not bene- 
fit the university” but stressed 
that the northern route would 
impact resident and business 
properties, adversely affect park- 
land and is close to the College 
Park airport. ‘ 

Proponents of the northern 
route point out that the southern 
access which deadends at Route 1 
near five intersections would cre- 
ate serious traffic problems. 

Jacobs said, “We would support 
a northern road in addition to a 
southern access provided the 
northern has only two lanes built” 
to handle the needs of the uni- 
versity. 

In commenting on the require- 
ment that a replacement road be 
in place prior to the closing of 
Calvert Road and the start of 
the station’s construction, Jatobs

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Regulatory Powers of City 


Are Topic of Major Study 


by Sid Kastner 

At a work session on September 3, the city council and 
staff went systematically through a long list of operational 
areas in which it has not been clear whether county or city 
regulations should take precedence, in order to define more 
precisely the city’s powers. This examination was prompt- 
ed by the court case involving attempts of another munici- 
pality to regulate a fortune teller named Tillie Frank out 


of business. 


The Maryland Court of Appeals ruled that 


county regulations on fortune telling had priority over those 


imposed by the municipality. 


This decision has had broad 


implications for all Maryland municipalities, throwing into 
question their rights to regulate matters within their boun- 


daries. 
“Tillie Frank” issue. 


As explained by City Manager 
James K. Giese and his staff, 
there presently exist three pos- 
sible categories: (a) matters 
which the county regulates, while 
Greenbelt does not (most matters 
fall into this category); (b) mat- 
ters basically regulated by the 
county, in which city regulations 
supplement the county regula- 
tions—for instance, animal con— 
trol; and (c) matters. in which 
only city regulations apply, with- 
in the city, with no applicable 
county regulations. 


City attorney Robert Manzi ex- 
plained at the outset that in 
any matter not presently regu- 
lated by the county, the city can 
decide to take on regulatory pow- 
ers; or in areas presently subject 
to county regulation, the city can 
choose to impose stricter regu- 
lations, but not weaker ones. 


The council and staff there— 


fore first went through a list of 
44 operational areas in which 
county regulations presently exist 
while city regulations do not, to 
decide whether Greenbelt should 
arrogate further powers to it-— 
self in any of these areas. The 
list included many general mat-— 
ters such as building codes, elec- 
trical codes and consumer pro- 
tection which the participants 
agreed were best left to the 
county and state, but also some 
areas such as group residences, 
housing code (occupancy criteria, 
etc.), massage establishments, 
and pollution to which some dis- 
cussion was given. 


The term “group residential 
facilities”. can include’ several 
types of operations such as half- 
way houses, support. residences 
for disabled or mentally handi- 
capped, and even senior citizens 
housing. Council asked Manzi to 
find out how other municipalities 
handle this, with Council mem- 
ber Ed Putens bringing up the 
related questions of multiply—own- 
ed townhouses which are begin- 
ning to be more evident. In the 
area of housing, council mem- 
bers Joseph Isaacs and Putens 
expressed support for city inspec- 
tions of rental housing. With re- 
spect to so-called massage estab- 
lishments and modelling studios, 
mayor pro tem Thomas X. White 
and others were in favor of pro- 
hibiting these altogether, with 
Police Chief Francis T. Hutson 
noting that “once an establish— 
ment gets started, they’re very 
hard to get rid of.” 


Other Problem Issues 


In the area of pollution, the 
local problem caused by drivers 
changing their own oil and dump- 
ing it into Greenbelt streams was 
brought up, with manager Giese 
noting that a city ordinance pro- 
hibits this. However, actual en-— 
forcement is a sticky question 
which Manzi will look into, to 
see how the state handles this. 
“Second-hand dealers” within the 
city limits also pose a problem 
of regulation, this category in- 
chiding questionable. “profession- 


The topic has since been informally termed the 


al yard sales” and flower vendors 
at busy and hence dangerous in- 
tersections (e.g., Greenbelt Road 
at Hanover Parkway), as well as 
other types. 

After going through this ex- 
tensive list of items which are 
presently county-regulated but 
may need some extra or special 
attention by the city, the partici- 
pants turned to seven or eight 
other areas which could, or do, 
pose potential conflicts of the 
“Tillie Frank” kind: anti-litter, 
cable television, parking, roads 
and sidewalks, taxation and traf— 
fic control. The staff provided 
short briefings of the situation 
in each such matter. The city of 
Greenbelt presently regulates lit— 
ter and weeds, cable television, 
parking and traffic control within 
its boundaries. With regard to 
major items suchas taxation and 
roads/sidewalks, however, and 
also important items such as 
door-to-door solicitation and ani- 
mal control, there are definite 
overlaps between county and city 
regulations which need to be ad- 
dressed. On roads and sidewalks, 
Giese felt the city should exempt 
itself from county ordinances if 
possible (“exempt” was the term 
used by staff in the discussion). 
With respect to door-to-door so- 
liciting, Manzi recommended that 
the city take firmer measures to 
prevent deceptive occurrences. 
Hutson also described problems 
in interpreting present county 
and state laws on parking and 
towing, for example, in deciding 
when a towing company is liable 
for damage to an owner’s car. 
City personnel will now be fol- 
lowing up the many questions 
and suggestions that arose out 
of this first work session on the 
city—county regulatory overlap.

Blount is not sure exactly what 
kind of retaining wall is being 
planned by the State Highway 
Administration to support the 
bank. He notes, however, that be— 
cause the highway will be below 
the level of the property, noise 
pollution from Kenilworth traf- 
fic should not be great. 


Access to the Professional Cen- 
ter is through the same driveway 
that carries vehicles to the ad- 
jacent bank. . A divided driveway 
is now in place. 


Of interest to old-timers is the 
entrance from the parking lot to 
one of Greenbelt’s original under-— 
passes, designed to make it pos- 
sible for schoolchildren to avoid 
crossing any streets. This pedes— 
trian access, under Edmonston 
Road, was used in the 1940s when 


the present Greenbelt Middle 
School was Greenbelt High 
School. Students in those days 


used to travel on a path near the 
lake and cut through the pres- 
ent Golden Triangle property, 
when only woods stretched be- 
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tween Edmonston Road and the 
original residences. This under- 
pass fell into disuse when chil- 
dren were bused to school and 
when the Beltway and Kenilworth 
became barriers for walkers. The 
county school system long ago 
put up a chain link fence as a 
barricade on the west side of the 
opening. 


The underpass created some 
engineering complications for the 
Greenbelt Professional Center de— 
veloper, since the street had to 
be widened in front of the prop- 
erty to meet city specifications 
and a sidewalk as well had to be 
constructed inside the curb. On 
the other side of the sidewalk 
is a 80-foot easement before the 
parking lot begins. Eight or 10 
flowering pear trees have already 
been planted along this stretch 
of green lawn. A few dogwoods 
and maples have also been plant- 
ed at other places on the prop- 
erty. Flower beds of spring bulbs 
and fall chrysanthemums will 
provide seasonal color along the 
front of the buildings.
